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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  system  of  annual  reports  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Lakeside  Hospital,  calling,  as  it  does,  for  comprehensive  reviews  of  the  work 
of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  from  the  head  of  each  department,  provides 
so  complete  and  comprehensive  a  review  of  the  year's  work  as  to  leave  little 
for  the  President  to  say  that  has  not  already  been  said, — and  better  said — by 
the  Superintendent,  the  Principal  of  the  Training  school,  or  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  on  the  operating  side,  and  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Hospital  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Funds,  on  the 
financial  side. 

All  the  reports  on  the  operating  side  bear  witness  to  the  continuance 
of  the  high  standard  heretofore  set  in  Lakeside  Hospital,  and  which  it  is 
the  earnest  desire  of  all  connected  with  that  institution  to  maintain  and 
improve  as  the  years  go  by. 

Few  hospitals  have  staffs  comprising  the  names  of  so  many  physicians 
and  surgeons  of  great  skill  and  reputation  in  their  professions,  as  has  Lake- 
side; and  their  keen  interest  in  the  continued  development  and  improve- 
ment of  our  work  there,  is  manifested  by  their  faithful  devotion  to  all  duties, 
and  their  wise  counsel  and  advice  ever  at  our  service. 

Superintendent  Ranney's  report  tells  of  the  progress  of  the  large  ad- 
ditions and  alterations  that  are  being  made  to  our  group  of  hospital  build- 
ings; of  the  large  doctors'  dormitory  that  has  been  built  and  is  now  in  use, 
with  its  twenty-three  sleeping  rooms  for  our  resident  staff,  its  dining  rooms 
for  house  officers  and  medical  staff,  its  recreation  room,  and  X-Ray  depart- 
ment rooms.  Our  Visiting  Staff  also  have  a  comfortable  room  set  apart 
for  them  in  this  new  building. 

His  report  also  explains  the  progress  of  the  work  of  remodeling  the 
second  and  third  stories  of  the  Administration  Building,  where  previously 
our  Resident  Staff  had  lived,  and  the  making  them  over  into  modem, 
up-to-date  pay  ward  paviUons.  This  has  proved  to  be  quite  a  large  under- 
taking, for  it  involved  the  removing  of  the  old  cupola  roof  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Annex,  and  the  adding  thereto  of  a  third  story:  the  rebuilding  of 
the  stairs  and  leveling  of  the  floors:  the  removal  of  one  sky-light  and  re- 
placing it  with  another :  and  the  building  of  a  large  and  commodious  Solarium 
on  the  top  of  the  main  corridor,  thus  providing  airy  and  delightful  sun  par- 
lors for  the  patients  in  these  new  pavilions.  An  automatic  electric  elevator 
is  also  being  installed  in  the  Administration  building,  to  provide  necessary 
transporting  facilities  in  that  part  of  our  plant. 
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One  of  the  consequences  of  the  changes  that  are  being  made  on  the 
second  and  third  floors  of  this  building  is,  that  we  are  today  meeting  here 
on  the  first  floor  in  the  room  that  was  previously  the  dining  room  of  the 
Resident  Staff,  and  which  is  hereafter  to  be  the  room  where  the  Board  of 
Lady  Managers  is  to  meet  and  hold  its  monthly  sessions. 

The  new  operating  rooms  that  are  being  built  as  a  second  story  over  a 
part  of  the  operating  pavilion,  are  considered,  I  believe,  very  excellent 
both  as  regards  light  and  conveniences  of  space  and  arrangement.  They 
have  been  in  use  for  nearly  two  months,  although  it  is  only  comparatively 
recently  that  the  workmen  have  finally  finished  the  last  details  of  these 
quarters. 

The  minor  changes  that  are  to  be  made  in  the  upper  floors  of  the  old 
pay  ward,  will  probably  be  done  in  the  month  of  March,  and  while  not  im- 
portant or  costly,  will  add  the  finishing  touch  to  the  changes  that  were  con- 
templated and  spoken  of  at  our  last  meeting,  and  have  been  keeping  us  all 
so  busy  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  final  and  complete  cost  is  estimated  to  be  about  $105,000.00,  in- 
cluding furnishing  and  equipping,  only  one-half  of  which  has  been  so  far 
subscribed,  and  the  balance  of  which  is  being  borrowed  at  the  bank  for  the 
time  being,  awaiting  the  coming  forward  of  further  generous  subscriptions 
on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  Lakeside. 

I  have  dwelt  at  particular  length  on  these  improvements  and  additions, 
because  they  constitute  one  of  the  most  important  forward  steps  that  we 
have  taken  since  the  original  erection  of  our  new  building.  It  not  only  gives 
better  and  improved  accommodations  and  facilities,  but  adds  fifty-four 
beds  to  the  capacity  of  the  hospital. 

In  addition,  however,  to  this  larger  work,  there  have  been  many  minor 
improvements  instituted,  to  which  I  will  briefly  call  attention.  One  is 
the  new  double  veranda  erected  on  the  east  side  of  Ward  H,  by  the  gener- 
osity of  Messrs.  Dalton,  Coulby,  Murray  and  McLauchlan.  Another  im- 
provement are  the  flower  boxes  that  have  been  placed  on  window  sills  and 
on  the  rails  of  the  verandas,  and  the  new  flower  beds  that  have  been  set  out 
and  planted  both  in  front  and  rear,  under  the  guiding  hand  of  Dr.  Gushing 
and  the  Flower  Committee.  It  is  surprising  and  gratifying  to  find  how 
much  this  is  appreciated  by  our  patients;  it  adds  a  touch  of  grace  and  beauty 
to  the  heretofore  too  institutional  aspect  of  our  buildings. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Allen  we  have  also  provided  and  equipped  some 
rooms  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Dispensary  building  for  Orthopedic  uses,  and 
Dr.  Allen  and  his  assistants  give  freely  of  their  time  and  skill  in  conducting 
it.  Many  cripples  are  already  resorting  there  for  treatment,  and  the  num- 
ber is  likely  to  increase  rapidly. 

We  have  also  consummated  a  working  arrangement  with  Rainbow 
Cottage  by  which  all  children  admitted  to  that  institution  are  admitted 
only  from  Lakeside  Hospital  or  its  Dispensary,  and  by  which  its  Medical 
Staff  is  appointed  from  Lakeside  Dispensary  assistants.  Its  Visiting  nurse, 
who  gathers  together  and  transports  the  children  to  and  from  the  cottage, 
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is  under  the  direction  of  Superintendent  Ranney.     This  arrangement  we 
believe  will  work  out  advantageously  and  beneficially  to  both  institutions. 

We  have  also  recently  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Visiting 
Nurses'  Association  of  Cleveland,  by  the  provisions  of  which  we  pay  the  salary 
and  command  the  entire  time  and  services  of  one  of  their  nurses,  selected  and 
mutually  agreed  upon  by  Superintendent  Ranney  and  that  Association: 
the  duties  of  which  nurse  are,  to  follow  up  to  their  homes  those  patients, 
either  from  the  Dispensary  or  Hospital  wards,  who  are  considered  to  need 
additional  supervision  and  care  after  being  dismissed  from  the  Hospital. 
This  nurse  is  under  the  discipline  of  the  Visiting  Nurses'  Association  and 
in  close  touch  with  the  Associated  Charities,  so  that  where  more  material 
aid  than  advice  and  medicine  is  needed  by  such  discharged  patients,  they 
will  receive  it  at  the  hands  of  Mr.  Jackson's  Association. 

Our  Visiting  and  Relief  Committee  are  looking  for  largely  increased 
opportunities  of  extending  their  work  through  the  agency  of  this  Visiting 
nurse. 

An  inspection  of  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Funds 
will  show  that  that  fund  has  been  increased  by  about  $47,000.00  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  S25, 000.00  of  which  was  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ogle- 
bay,  S15,000.00  by  Mrs.  Wm.  Chisholm,  Mr.  A.  S.  Chisholm  and  Mrs.  Jane 
Chisholm  Drake  to  endow  a  room  in  the  pay  ward  in  memory  of  Mr.  William 
Chisholm,  and  S5, 000.00  from  Mrs.  Anna  M.  Harkness  to  endow  a  bed  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  Stephen  V.  Harkness.  Through  the  active 
interest  of  Dr.  Allen,  we  also  received  §1,500.00  in  the  will  of  Mrs. 
Caroline  Leister  of  Medina,  Ohio,  who  was  interested  in  this  matter  by  Dr. 
Allen  and  who  founded  this  fund,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the 
care  of  poor  women  and  children  at  Lakeside  Hospital. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lucy  M.  Backus  in  December  last,  we  became 
advised  that  she  had  made  Lakeside  Hospital  one  of  four  residuar>'  legatees 
in  her  will,  by  which  request  it  is  probable  that  Lakeside  will  eventually 
come  into  possession  of  not  less  than  SoO.OOO.OO. 

During  the  past  year  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  our  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  has  passed  away  to  her  eternal  rest, — Mrs.  James  Bamett,  whose 
name,  like  that  of  her  husband,  has  long  stood  in  this  community  as  a  syno- 
nym for  liberal  expenditure  of  self  in  behalf  of  others.  For  a  long  time  an 
active  member  of  our  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  she  has  for  the  last  two 
years  been  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Board. 

All  the  Committees  of  our  Board  have  had  extra  work  placed  upon  them 
by  reason  of  the  large  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Hospital  during  this 
past  year,  and  as  usual,  all  work  has  been  most  efficiently  and  successfully 
carried  on  by  them,  the  Linen  Supply  Committee  having  perhaps  the  largest 
amount  of  additional  work  placed  upon  it  to  provide  supplies  for  the 
additional  number  of  patients  expected. 

The  very  cheerful  and  encouraging  news  that  the  ladies  of  our  Board 
are  proposing  to  endeavor  to  raise  amongst  themselves  and  friends,  a  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  improvements  and  alterations 
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of  the  Administration  Building,  is  most  gratifying  to  the  Trustees  and  offi- 
cers of  the  Hospital,  although  its  final  success  will  probably  be  delayed,  as 
was  the  like  effort  of  the  Trustees, — by  the  present  financial  conditions 
prevailing. 

In  spite  of  all  the  noise  and  confusion  of  the  construction  work  going 
on  this  past  year,  the  attendance  at  the  Hospital  has  been  larger  than  ever 
before  by  considerable,  both  in  the  Hospital  proper  and  in  the  Dispensary, 
Both  Superintendent  Ranney  and  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School 
have  called  attention  to  the  rather  pressing  need  of  a  new,  or  at  least  an 
addition  to  the  present  nurses  home,  and  we  trust  that  some  friends  of  Lake- 
side  may  feel  like  considering  this  needed  imiprovement  in  the  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Whether  or  no  the  Board  of  Managers  have  solved  the  problem  of 
perpetual  motion  the  coming  years  must  tell;  but  as  these  go  by  in  such 
seeming  haste  there  is  as  yet  no  lack  of  interest  or  of  effort,  and  while  there 
must  be  much  of  routine  in  the  work,  and  perhaps  the  reports  read  like  a 
continued  chapter,  the  hope  is  that  they  may  show  such  progress  in  every 
way  as  shall  entitle  them  to  ask  of  their  friends  the  help  that  like  the 
"widows  cruse  of  oil"  must  never  fail. 

During  the  past  year  death  has  removed  one  of  the  elder  and  most 
earnest  members  of  the  Board,  one  the  record  of  work  for  so  many  years 
during  the  struggle  for  that  which  is  now  so  happily  being  accomplished 
can  never  be  forgotten.  The  list  of  those  earUer  members  is  growing  less 
and  now  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bamett  the  others  can  but  recall  those  days, 
rejoicing,  however,  that  others  will  take  the  vacant  places  and  work  with 
the  same  interest  they  have  done. 

Excepting  for  the  death  of  Mrs.  Bamett  the  list  of  members  remains 
complete,  although  family  afflictions  have  come  to  several  and  sympathy 
with  those  that  mourn  is  never  forgotten. 

The  very  great  changes  in  the  Hospital  bmlding  itself,  many  of  them 
still  unfinished,  have  given  the  Board  through  the  various  Committees  an 
exceeding  increase  of  work.  The  monthly  reports  have  made  plain  this 
increase,  but  fail  after  all  to  show  the  many  perplexing  problems  which 
call  for  solution. 

The  Inspection  Committee  endeavors  to  visit  every  part  of  the  Hospital 
often  during  each  month,  looking  as  to  the  order,  cleanliness  and  needed 
repairs,  and  in  so  doing  meet  many  difficulties  the  same  as  every  house- 
keeper finds  and  which  often  discourages  and  disheartens.  Never  at  any 
time,  however,  do  they  fail  to  receive  from  those  in  charge  of  each  depart- 
ment the  utmost  cordiality,  and  faithftd  carry  out  so  far  as  possible  any 
new  suggestions,  so  they  take  pleasure  in  their  work  and  rejoice  in  results. 

It  is  qmte  impossible  to  give  anything  like  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the 
work  of  the  Linen  Supplies  Committee  since  the  purchasing  of  supplies  is 
now  really  a  small  part  of  the  same.  The  weekly  relay  of  supply  for  every 
department  and  room  in  the  Hospital,  the  repairing,  condensing  and  refilling 
the  vacancies  make  the  work  most  arduous,  and  only  by  the  faithful  care- 
taking  and  assistance  given  by  all  connected  with  this  department  could  the 
result  be  anything  such  as  the  Committee  are  able  to  show.  The  late 
changes  and  improvements  throughout  the  building  have  made  a  very  un- 
usual demand  for  new  material  and  for  this  the  Committee  has  had  at  various 
times  special  donations  in  cash.  In  making  up  this  same  material  much 
assistance  by  the  ladies  of  several  churches  has  been  given  and  much 
appreciated. 
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The  Flowers  and  Entertainment  Committee  have  greatly  enlarged  their 
work  during  the  past  year  and  with  the  most  efficient  help  of  the  Landscape 
Gardener  have  done  much  to  make  the  surroundings  of  the  Hospital  more 
beautiful  than  ever  before  and  plans  for  the  present  year  it  is  hoped  will 
show  still  greater  improvements.  For  all  this  they  have  had  liberal  dona- 
tions from  many  of  our  florists  beside  cash  donations  from  others  interested 
in  the  same. 

For  the  public  exercises,  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  days,  the 
Committee  have  endeavored  to  arrange  for  the  pleasure  of  all  and  especially 
for  the  comfort  of  the  many  who  can  have  no  part  in  any  of  the  days  of 
festivities. 

The  Library  Committee  by  personal  effort  and  otherwise  have  secured 
a  large  number  of  yearly  subscriptions  for  Magazines  and  Journals  includ- 
ing a  few  in  German  to  be  for  use  in  the  various  wards  and  other 
departments,  besides  several  Medical  and  Surgical  Journals  for  especial  use 
of  the  Nurses  and  the  other  students.  Donations  of  books  and  magazines 
at  all  times  are  most  welcome  and  of  great  help  to  cheer  and  entertain  the 
sick. 

The  duties  of  the  Donation  and  Invitation  Committee  are  in  a  way 
clerical  but  most  essential  since  with  them  are  dependent  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  Graduating  Exercises,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  En- 
tertainments and  all  others  of  the  kind,  and  for  this  they  always  endeavor 
to  secure  satisfactory  results.  Monthly  reports  of  all  special  donations  are 
also  presented  at  each  Board  meeting. 

The  Visiting  and  Relief  Committee  devote  much  time  at  the  bedside 
of  the  sick  and  helpless  endeavoring  by  a  few  words  of  cheer  or  sympathy 
to  shorten  the  weary  hours  and  if  possible  to  provide  substantial  help  to  the 
destitute.  The  offer  of  the  Visiting  Nurses'  Association  to  look  after  the 
convalescent  when  leaving  the  Hospital  keeping  in  touch  with  the  Hospital 
physicians  although  only  lately  established  will  do  much  to  further  and  en- 
large the  work  of  this  Committee. 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  are  certainly  brought  in  contact  with 
the  most  tender  and  touching  elements  of  hospital  work  and  each  visit  to 
the  suffering  children  induces  them  to  endeavor  in  every  way  to  make  their 
work  such  as  shall  first  assist  and  encourage  those  nurses  who  hourly  watch 
these  Uttle  sufferers  and  also  plan  and  contrive  every  possible  means  which 
shall  help  to  shorten  by  entertainment  or  otherwise  the  long  weary  hours 
of  suffering  and  worrying  which  seem  more  than  to  others  to  come  to  the 
little  ones.  It  is  a  wonderful  work  they  have  accomplished  when  they 
have  secured  for  one  hour  each  day  the  help  of  young  ladies  of  our  city  who 
instruct  with  kindergarten  materials  or  otherwise  entertain  these  little  ones, 
making  them  forget  their  troubles  for  that  time  at  least.  The  watchful 
eyes  and  greeting  smiles  certainly  must  repay  in  a  measure  this  most  benev- 
olent offer  and  great  praise  and  many  thanks  are  due  each  and  every  one  of 
these  visitors.  Christmas  time  is  especially  a  busy  one  for  that  department 
and  the  donations  of  toys  and  other  things  which  have  been  so  generously 
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offered  at  that  time  are  much  appreciated  and  never  fail  to  gratify  and  sat- 
isfy the  desires  of  imaginations  of  all. 

Thus  has  been  given  some  schedule  of  the  past  year  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  enter  the  New  Year  with  the  hope  that  the  many  new  plans  for 
the  enlargement  of  their  work  may  be  successfully  attained  making  it  as  it 
were  one  of  the  years  long  to  be  remembered. 

Now  that  the  new  alterations  about  the  Hospital  have  arranged  for  a 
large  and  entirely  new  ward  and  wishing  to  assist  obtaining  money  for  this 
great  outlay  the  Board  hope  by  their  own  efforts  if  possible  to  secure  a  part 
or  all  fimds  for  this  one  special  object. 

Once  again  and  never  to  be  omitted  is  the  appreciation  of  the  earnest 
and  never  faiHng  co-operation  of  the  Superintendent  and  all  other  officials 
of  the  Hospital  without  which  the  greatest  efforts  would  fail  to  accomplish 
the  ends  desired.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital. 

Gentlemen:  I  beg  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  at  the  Lake- 
side Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1907. 

A  comparison  of  reports  with  previous  years  shows  that  during  the 
past  year  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital  reached  a  larger  number  than  ever 
before. 

The  daily  average  attendance  for  the  year  was  190  patients,  an  increase 
of  fifteen  patients  per  day  over  the  preceding  year.  The  total  number  of 
days  of  treatment  was  69,350;  an  increase  of  4,727  days  over  1906. 

The  ntmiber  of  days  of  free  treatment  in  the  open  wards  was  30,583 
days,  as  against  28,403  days  for  1906. 

The  attendance  at  the  Free  Dispensary  shows  a  considerable  increase 
over  preceding  years.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  there  during  the 
year  was  30,049;  an  increase  of  2,035  over  last  year.  There  were  13,930 
perscriptions  written  and  6,025  surgical  dressings  done.  The  Free  Dispen- 
sary together  with  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  furnished  to  the  sick  poor 
of  Cleveland  60,632  days  of  free  treatment  during  1907. 

The  year  has  been  an  unprecedented  one,  in  so  far  as  the  prices  of  all 
Hospital  suppHes  are  concerned;  everything  in  the  Hospital  line,  including 
'ood  supplies,  has  increased  greatly  in  price.  With  this  unavoidable  con- 
dition of  high  prices,  along  with  the  increased  number  of  patients  cared  for, 
it  has  made  the  total  expenditures  of  the  Hospital  much  greater  than  last 
year.  To  off-set  this  increase  in  expenses  we  find  that  the  increase  in  in- 
come of  the  Hospital  from  pay  patients  and  other  sources,  is  a  little  in  excess 
of  the  increased  amount  of  our  expenditures.

The'^gross  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  $2.21.  This  estimate  is 
based  upon  the  entire  cost  of  running  the  Hospital,  including  extraordinary 
expenses,  such  as  insurance,  real  estate  improvements,  new  equipment,  the 
cost  of  operating  our  free  dispensary  and  the  pathological  department, 
If  all  the  above  items  of  expense  be  deducted  from  the  total  expenditures, 
it  would  make  the  net  per  capita  cost,  $2.13. 

Before  the  year  was  far  advanced  we  found  that  our  private  ward  capa- 
city was  not  adequate  to  supply  the  demands  made  upon  us  for  individual 
rooms.  Knowing  that  the  city  of  Cleveland  was  growing  rapidly,  and  that 
the  public  was  becoming  educated  to  the  fact  that  Hospitals  with  their 
facilities  can  treat  diseases  to  better  advantage  and  with  better  results 
than  they  can  expect  to  obtain  in  their  own  homes,  it  was  decided  to  enlarge 
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our  private  ward  accommodations,  by  remodeling  the  spacious  rooms  on 
the  second  and  third  floors  of  the  present  administration  building,  formerly 
used  as  quarters  for  the  Superintendent  and  House  Staff.  Before  these 
rooms  could  be  converted  into  accommodations  for  private  patients,  quar- 
ters had  to  be  provided  for  the  House  Staff.  As  there  was  no  available 
space  in  the  present  bviildings  for  suitable  quarters,  a  dormitory  was  built 
for  their  use.  This  building  was  erected  on  the  north  side  of  the  Hospital 
grounds  and  is  connected  with  the  main  corridor.  It  is  constructed  of 
brick,  is  four  stories  high  and  contains  23  sleeping  rooms  besides  dining 
rooms  for  the  House  Staff  and  Hospital  Officers;  a  Hbrary  and  recreation 
room;  the  Hospital  X-Ray  plant  and  Sewing  Room  are  also  located  in  this 
building. 

The  work  of  converting  the  rooms  in  the  Administration  Building  into 
a  private  pavilion  is  now  going  on  rapidly,  and  by  March  1st,  1908,  they  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy.  Other  changes  are  to  be  made  in  our  present  pay 
ward  of  individual  rooms,  as  soon  as  the  new  paviUon  is  completed.  Par- 
titions are  to  be  removed,  making  several  small  wards,  containing  four  and 
six  beds  for  the  accommodation  of  pay  patients  of  moderate  means.  These 
various  changes,  when  completed,  will  increase  our  capacity  54  beds. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  surgical  patients  recommended 
to  the  Hospital  by  outside  Visiting  Surgeons,  we  fovmd  that  the  Operating 
room,  which  had  been  set  aside  for  their  exclusive  use,  was  too  small  for  the 
size  of  the  service,  therefore,  it  was  fotmd  advisable  at  this  time  to  enlarge 
the  operating  room  accommodation,  so  another  story  has  been  added  to  the 
south  wing  of  the  operating  pavilion.  This  addition  provides  two  operat- 
ing rooms,  anaesthetic  room,  waiting  room  for  friends  of  patients,  sterUzing 
room,  work  and  instrument  room,  also  dressing  room  with  bath  for  the 
Visiting  and  House  Svirgeons.  In  planning  the  operating  rooms,  great  care 
was  exercised  to  make  the  light  conditions  as  near  perfect  as  was  possible. 

A  room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Dispensary  Building  has  been  equipped 
for  orthopedic  cases,  and  is  run  in  connection  with  the  Surgical  department 
of  the  Dispensary  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Dudley  P.  Allen.  For  some 
time,  the  need  for  such  a  department  has  been  felt. 

During  the  summer  Messrs.  H.  G.  Dalton,  W.  P.  Murray,  William 
McLaughlan,  and  H.  Coulby,  gave  a  sum  of  money  to  the  Hospital  to  erect 
a  veranda,  of  iron  construction,  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients  in  the  male 
medical  and  surgical  wards.  The  veranda  is  located  at  the  extreme  east 
end  of  the  Hospital  Buildings.  This  improvement  was  very  much  needed 
and  has  already  proven  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  patients. 

It  has  been  suggested  many  times  in  the  past  to  try  to  beautify  the 
Hospital  grounds,  but  not  until  this  year  was  an  attempt  made.  Mr.  Sam- 
uel Mather,  President  of  the  Hospital  Board  of  Trustees,  donated  a  sum  of 
money  for  this  work.  Mr.  J.  Boddy,  city  forester  and  landscape  artist, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Edward  F.  Gushing  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Ricks,  made  the  designs. 
Although  the  season  was  backward,  the  plants  and  shrubbery  did  remark- 
ably well.     The  window  boxes,  with  flowering  plants,  for  all  the  open  wards 
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and  on  the  verandas,  were  very  beautiful,  and  the  patients  obtained  much 
pleasure  from  them. 

We  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the  report  of  the  Principal 
of  the  Training  School,  which  refers  to  the  limited  accommodations  of  the 
nurses.  An  appeal  for  the  relief  of  this  condition  seems  urgent  at  this  time, 
when  we  are  enlarging  our  Hospital  accommodations.  We  do  not  expect 
to  increase  our  own  nursing  force  but  will  be  obliged  to  provide  rooms  for 
more  special  nurses  than  heretofore. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  Trustees,  the  Lady  Board  of  Managers,  and 
to  the  Visiting  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  my  gratitude  for  their  advice  and  loyal 
support  during  the  year.  To  the  officers  and  the  heads  of  departments  of 
the  Hospital,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  for  their  efficient  services.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lakeside  Hospital: 

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  the  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Lake- 
side School  for  Nurses  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1907. 

As  a  result  of  the  examinations  held  May  23rd,  the  following  nurses 
were  awarded  the  prizes  offered  by  the  School : 

Third   Year  Class. 

First  prize.  Miss  Emma  Adelle  Hawley,  Napanee,  Canada. 
Second  prize,  Miss  Harriet  E.  Neal,  North  Olmstead,  O.

Value  of  the  first  prizes,  fifty  dollars  in  gold;  second  prizes  twenty-five 
dollars  in  gold. 

These  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  pupils  attaining  the  highest  general 
average  in  theoretical  and  practical  standing. 

The  special  prize,  offered  by  the  Hospital  for  the  best  paper  written 
upon  a  subject  selected  by  the  Training  School  Committee,  was  awarded 
to  Miss  Emma  Adelle  Hawley;  value  seventy-five  dollars  in  gold. 

The  special  prize  offered  by  Dr.  Edward  F.  Gushing  for  the  best  paper 
written  upon  "The  Nursing  of  Sick  Children,"  was  awarded  to  Miss  Euretta 
Pamelia  Kingsbury,  value  twenty-five  dollars  in  gold. 

During  her  three  years  of  training.  Miss  Hawley  was  awarded  three 
first  prizes  and  one  special  prize. 

Although  the  school  year  has  not  brought  about  any  marked  changes, 
yet,  it  seems  as  if  the  demands  made  upon  the  School  have  never  been  of 
a  more  exacting  nature.  This  may  be  due  to  the  increased  attention  to  de- 
tail made  necessary  by  the  scientific  development  of  medicine ;  the  increased 
number  of  patients  on  our  private  wards ;  the  increased  number  of  operations 
in  our  surgical  pavilion  and  the  increased  isolation  precautions  that  are  now 
considered  necessary  in  the  general  care  of  the  sick. 

Our  pupils  are  still  being  sent  to  the  Society  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital 
in  New  York  to  take  their  three  months'  training  in  maternity  work,  the 
large  number  in  the  classes  requiring  that  we  send  seven  at  a  time. 
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The  limited  accommodations  for  our  nurses  daily  becomes  a  more 
serious  problem,  preventing  further  development  of  the  work  of  the  School, 
and  making  it  almost  impossible  to  maintain  the  necessary  discipline  and 
good  order;  affecting  seriously  also  the  general  good  health  of  the  Nurses. 

The  Nurses'  Home  was  originally  built  for  forty  nurses.  As  the  num- 
ber of  patients  in  the  Hospital  increased  and  new  departments  were  devel- 
oped, making  more  nurses  necessar}',  the  maids'  apartments  were  taken 
for  the  use  of  the  nurses,  (this  arrangement  making  many  difficulties  for 
the  domestic  department).  Later  an  Annex  over  one  of  our  large  wards 
was  fitted  up  as  an  extra  dormitory.  Then  finally  two  beds  were  placed 
in  a  room  which  was  built  for  one,  until  every  available  space  has  been  uti- 
lized. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  ninety  pupils  in  the  School  and  fourteen 
graduate  nurses  serving  as  head  nurses  and  instructors.  The  Housekeeper, 
her  Assistant,  and  the  Dietitian  are  also  accommodated  in  the  nurses 
quarters,  and  we  average  from  fifteen  to  twenty  graduate  nurses,  who  are 
employed  as  special  nurses  by  our  private  patients.  The  special  nurses' 
quarters  are  extremely  limited,  and  after  their  long,  exacting  hours  of  duty, 
they  of  all  others,  should  be  provided  with  comfortable  and  quiet  rooms. 

Many  applications  for  a  course  in  Post  Graduate  work  have  been  re- 
ceived during  the  year. 

Twenty-seven  applications  have  been  received  for  Lakeside  Graduates 
to  fill  positions  in  other  Hospitals.
